Dec. 28, 29, 30. The Weather was ſo very hot, 
that I was forced to keep within my Shelter. 

January 1. Though the Weather continued very 
ſultry, yet Neceſſity compelled me to go abroad with 
my Gun. In the Valleys I found great Numbers of 
Goats, but they were ſo very ſhy, I could by. no 
Means come at one of them. > * 

From January 3, to the 13th, my Buſineſs was to 
ſezrch the Iſland, and to finiſk my Wall. In my 
Search I found great Numbers of Fowl, much like 3 
our Englip Pigeons; I ſhot ſome of them, which 
proved excellent Food: And now it was a very pro- 
vidential Thing happened; which was thus: 

Whilſt I was rummaging among my Moveables, 
what ſhould fall into my Hands but a Bag, which 1 
ſuppoſe might be made Uſe of to hold Corn for the: A 
Fowls in the Ship. I purpoſgd to make Uſe of it to 
hold ſome of the Powder, atid ſo ſhook out the Daſk 4 
and looſe Corn upon one Side of the Rock, not in the 3 
leaſt ſuſpecting the Conſequence. The Rain had fal- 
len in great Quantities a few Days before, and the 
Month after, to my great Surpriſe, I diſcovered Some. ,, * 
thing ſpring up very green and flouriſhing, and, as L 
came daily to view it, L ſaw ſeveral Ears of green 
Barley of the very ſame Size and Shape of thofe in 
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unexpected Sight; and, I muſt own, I had the Va. 
| nity to imagine, that Praviduang had ordered this on 


his Mercies to me in this deſolate Place; which were 
/ ed heightened, when, at tüe ſame Time, I ob. 
ſerved ſome Rice Stalks, wonderfully green and flou. 
© xiſhing ; - which made me conclude here muſt conſe- 
"quently. be more Corn in the Iſland; and, accord- 
A - Ingly, I ſpent ſeveral Days in ſearching the Rocks; ; 
wen at. length it came into my Mind that I had 
WW fhaken the Bag on the very Spot where thoſe Blades

| iI was about the latter End of June before theſe 
; Ears of Corn grew ripe, and then I laid them up ex- 
4 .cceding carefully, expecting I ſhould one Day reap 
de Advantage of this little Crop, which I uſed all 
1 Induſtry to improve; and yet it was four Vears 
| 8 I could eat any Barley Bread, and much long- 
er before I had any Benefit from my Rice. Aſter this, 
d .

My Thoughts were very much confuſed at this 


& Purpoſe for my Subliſtence. Great were my Acknow-

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In this Aﬀright I remained for ſome Moments, 
till I perceived the Fury of the Motion began to 
abate; bur it was not long before I was under new 
Apprehenſions, on Account of a violent Tempeſt that 
attended it, This dreadful Storm continued for 
about three Hours, and then followed ſuch a heavy 
Rain, that my Tent was quite -overflowed ; upon 
which I concluded my Habitation was ill ſituated,

. much more pleaſant and fruitfui than where I had 
pitched my Tent, Here were great Numbers of 
Wy Parrots, and with great Difficulty I got one of them 
WW Which I carried Home with me, but it was a great 
while before I could tame it and bring it to ſpeak, 
even ſo much as to call me by my Name. 

In the low Grounds I found great Numbers of 
WE Hares and Foxes, and Abundance of Fowls of diffe- 
dent Kinds, with great Quantities of Grapes and 
WE other excellent Fruits; in this Expedition I did not 
WF: travel above two Miles a Day, being defirous to make 


more, I was amazed to ſee it exceedingly beautiful, 
and ſa full of excellent Fiſh. But though this Journey 
woas ſo delightful to me, yet my ſecret Inclination led 
me to my old Habitation ; ſo, after I had ſet up a Sort 
ef Land-mark for my Guide for the future, I con- 
| cluded to return back by a different Way than that J 
came; and, as 1 was making the beſt of my Way, 
my Dog happened to ſurpriſe a Kid, which | reſcued 
from him, and led it to my Bower, in Order to try if 


1 could raiſe a Breed, which at ſome Time or other 


x: 1 was ſatisfied would be of great Uſe to me. 
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In viewing this Part of the Iſland, 1 found it was 


Phat Diſcoveries I could. When I came to the Sea- 
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in the Bower, and reſolved immediately to fetch it 
Home. When I came there, I found it almoſt 
ſtarved ; when, feeding it with Branches of ſuch 
Shrubs as I could find, the poor Creature, in Gratitude 
for its Deliverance, followed me, as naturally as my 
Dog, quite Home to my Caſtle, which I afterwards 
kept as one of my Domeſtics. 

The wet Seaſon being come, I kept myſelf with- 
in; and, on the zoth of September, being the third 
Year of my Abode in this Iſland, I paid my ſolemn 
Acknowledgments to Almighty God for my Preſerva- 
tion, and entertained myſelf with a World of Re- 
flections upon my preſent and former Condition; and, 


as | was one Moroing ſadly pondering upon my pre- 
ſent State, I Wappened to open my Bible, when 1 
fixed my Eyes on theſe Words, I wwill never leave i 
thee, nor forſake thee; which I preſently took as di- 
rected to myſelf: and, I muſt own, the Expreſſion + 


gave me a great Deal of ſecret Satisfaction. 


The Beginning of this Year I fixed my aily Em- 
ployments as follow: The Morning I ſpent in my 


Devotions, and paying my Duty to God; after 


had done that, I went out with my Gun, to ſeek 


Provifion ; which, after I had got it, took me up ſome

I was in the Midſt of my Projects, when my fourth 
Year expired fince I had been caſt on this Iſland; 
nor did I forget to keep my Anniverſary with that 
Solemnity and Devotion that I had done the Year be- 
fore; I began te think myſelf, ſeparated: from the 
World, and from all Opportunities of friendly Con- 
verſation. I had Nothing to covet, being, as it were, 
an Emperor or King of a whole Country, where I 
had Nobody to controul me, nor any Body to govern 
but myſelf. | 


Theſe Thoughts made me look upon the Things ⁵⁶ 
of this World with a Sort of religious Contempt, agd i 
rendered me eaſy in my deſolate and melancholy Con- 
dition; for, having made God's Mercies to me Mat- 
ters of the higheſt Conſolation, I relinquiſhed all pen- 


ſive Thoughts and diſmal Apprehenſions, and re- 1 
ſigned myſelf up entirely to God's Providence, : I 
My Ink was quite gone, and my Biſcuit almoſt ex- 


hauſted; my Linen was worn out, only ſome of the 


Sailars checked Shirts remained, which were of 


mighty Uſe to me in hot Weather. My Clozths - 
and Hat were quite worn, but thoſe I ſupplied by Ml 


the Help of my Goats-ſkins, of which I firſt made 
me a Sort of a Cap, and then a Waiſtcoat, and open= 3 
kneed Breeches, with the Hair on the Outſide; and 
thus being perfectly at Eaſe in my Mind, I ſpent my 
Time in contemplating the Bleſſings of Heaven, and 
was raviſhed to think that one Time or other 1 
ſhould be delivered from my preſent Misfortunes, 
and placed out of the Reach of them for ever. 

For ve Years after this Nething wortk mention- 
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ing happened, only at ſpare Times I had finiſhed a 
- \ {ſmall Canoe, with which, at all Hazards, I reſolved 
to try to diſcover the Circumference of my Domini- 
ons; and, in Order to it, I put Proviſions on-board, 
with Ammunition, and all other Neceſſaries fit for 
{ the Expedition. 
. It was the 16th of November, in the gth Year o 
my Reign, that I began this Voyage, which was 
much longer than I expected, by Reaſon | had many 
- Difficulties to encounter I did not ſuſpect; and in- 
deed the Rock: were ſo high, and ran ſo far into the 
Sea, that I often reſolved to turn back, rather than 
run the Riſque of being driven ſo far out to Sea as 
= by no Means to be able to get back again. | 
n this Confuſion I came to an Anchor as near to 
AF - the Shore as poſſible, to which I waded, and, climb. 
ing up to the Top of a high Hill, 1 viewed the Ex- 
tent of my Dominions, and, at all Hazards, re- 
=. - ſolved to purſue my Voyage. It is endleſs to relate 
what Danger my Raſhneſs expoſed me to; I was 
driven by the Current ſo far into the Sea, that 1 had 
hardly any Proſpect of getting back again; not by 
all T could do with my Paddles, which I had made 
to ſupply the Place of Sculls to help me; and now 
had no Proſpe& but periſhing at Sea when my Pro- 
EF viſions were ſpent, or, if a Storm ſhould ariſe, be- 
fore. However, by the lucky Chance of the 
Wind, or rather by the particular Providence of

i After two Days Sail, we reached Land; but, finding 
we Inhabitants Savages, and coming with their Bows 
ad Arrows to give us an unwelcome Reception, we 
E thought it proper to make the beſt of our Way, ſteer- 
ag Northward, In our Paſſage we diſcovered ſeve- 
little Iſlands which ſeemed to be inhabited; at one 
© of which we refolved to go on-ſhore at all Hazard: ; 
” which accordingly we did, at one that lay moſt to the 
Ve; here we found the Natives very courteous 
to us, giving us what they could procure. Among 
theſe hoſpitable Indians we ſtaid ſeveral Days, enqui- 
ring by Signs what Nations lay near them, and were 
informed that there were ſeveral ſavage Nations that 
lay nigh to them, that were accuſtomed to eat Man- 
* kind, but, for their Parts, they were not accuſtomed 
to eat ſuch Sort of Diet, except ſuch as they took in 
Battle. Weenquired how long it was fince they had 
had a Battle, and whether they had any Priſoners ; to 
which they made Anſwer, by their Signs, that it was 
about two Montbs, and their King had now two 
hundred Priſoners, which he reſerved for the Slaugh 
ter. Mighty deſirous we were to ſee thoſe Priſoners ; 
which they miſtook, and thought we wanted ſome for 
our own Uſe, and made Signs, that, atthe next Riſing 
of the Sun, we ſhould have ſome; and, accordingly, at 
the very Time they brought us eleven Men and hve 
Women, juſt as Cows and; Oxen are brought 
to a Sea- port Town; a Sight that gave us all a great 
Deal of Horror, and what to do we could not tell; 
to refuſe them, we knew would be an unpardonable 
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Affront, and to diſpoſe of them we knew not how. 
However, we reſolved to accopt of them, and gave 
them in Return a few Fiſhes that we had in the Ca- 
noe ; ſo, taking our Leave, we ſailed to the next 
Iſland, where we ſet eight of the Men at Libertß; 
with the Reſt we made the beſt of our Way to dur 
Iſland; and, though we treated them all as well as* 
we could, we could by no Means convince them, 
but that they were to be killed and devoured. 
Thus, Sir, ended the Narrative of theſe thieg 
Deſperadoes; whereupon l aſked him here their ne 0 
Family was, chuſing to ſee them; they told me, the7̃ 
were at their Huts; ſo we all went to ſee them. 

When we came to the Hut, we found three well- 
proportioned Men, and five Women, all naked and 
bound, four of them might be from twenty-four to 
forty, but the other was a comely Maiden of about 
ſeventeen ; they were all very agreeable, and their 
Behaviour ſeemed tq be very modeſt, 'Their naked 
Appearance, with the Miſery of their Condition, was 
no very agreeable Sight. I ordered Friday's Father 
to go try if he could learn any Thing from them, 
and, if he could make them underſtand him, to aſ- 
ſure them that they ſhould not be ſacrificed ;. but they 
not being of his Nation, he could only make one of 
the Women underſtand, and that was partly by 
Signs; when they were told by the woman, their 
Interpreter, that they were not to be killed, no one 
can expreſs their ſtrange Geſtures, by which they ex- 
Pome their Joy, and, when they were aſked whe- 
ther they were willing to be Servants, they made 
Joyful Signs to expreſs their Readineſs, © WT 

But now, Sir, having Women among eus, which I 
thought might ſome Time occaſion Quarrels, I aſked 
the three Engli/bmen, how they prbpoſed to d. ſpoſe of 
their Families; adding, 2 1 was not going to lay

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would take each one; and, after they had choſen which 
they had'a Mind to, no other Man ſhould preſume to 
touch her. Well, to this they all agreed; and fo they 
W-.concluded to draw Lots for the Choice, which, be.

The only Thing that is to be obſerved, is, 
che poor Women (till old Friday convinced them 
he contrary) were under terrible Apprehenſions 
Sas the Exgliſ took them away as their Lots di- 
i 1 they were immediately to be murdered. 
hut cheſe Frights and Terrors being removed, the 
Erglißd, with their new Wives, went to work, and 
in a very ſhort Time had finiſhed ſeveral Huts 
= proper for their living. 
And now, Sir, I lay before you a Scene quite diffe. 
rent from any Thing that has been related. One Mor- 
ning, very early, there came five Canoes of Indians on- 
= ſhore; on their old Account of devouring their Pri- 
ſoners; all that we could do was to lie concealed till 
Ul their bloody Ceremony was over, and to take proper 
W Meaſures to defend ourſelves in Caſe of Need. But, 
= notwithſtanding all our Cautions, there happened an 
unhappy Diſaſter, that had like to have occaſioned the 
utter Deſolation of the Iſland; for, after the Savages 
were gone off, my Spaniardt and I looking out to 
make Obſervations, we found three Savages that had 
Le pg 147 lying faſt aſleep upon the Ground. 
What to do with them we could not tell; to murder 
them we thought would not be juſtifiable according 
to the Law of Chriſtianity, having no previous Quar- 
rel with them; at laſt we thought it adviſeable to 
ſecure them alive, and ſet them about ſome Work or 
bk other, till we could diſpoſe of them; and accord- 
= ingly we took them Priſoners, and carried them firſt 
= to our Caſtle, and then to the two Egli, who ſoon

any Reſtraint on them, only I would deſire that they 
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found them Employment; but, for Want of keeping 
a ſtrict Guard over them, one of them got away into. i 
the Woods, and was not heard of for ſeveral Days. 

This unlucky Accident gave us great Apprehen- 
ſions that, by ſome Way or other, this Savage Would 
find Means to get into his own Country, and inform 
his Countrymen how weak we were, and conſex/8 
quently that they would come over and 4 
all; nor indeed were our Notions ill grounded 39 
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in eight Months after, there came fix Canoes, 

ten Men in each, and landed within leſs than . 
Mile of the Engliſpmen's Habitation, who, wit p 
greateſt Terror imaginable, let their Milch-Goats*3J 


looſe into the Woods, and ran to their ſecret Cave, 
reſolving to defend themſelves till we could come 
to their Aſſiſtance.

It was not long before they could ſee their Habi- 
tations in Flames, and the Savages in Purſuit of them 
in ſeveral ſmall Parties; upon which they took their 
Stand at a convenient Place, and determined to de- 
fend themſelves to the very laſt Extremity. 25 
While they were thus expecting them, the Savages 
came on; one of them was the Run-away, who had 
been the Cauſe of this Miſchief; and he they reſol- 
ved ſhould be the firſt that ſuffered, let what would be 
the Conſequence; and accordingly, as was concerted, 
the firſt let fly; and indeed he took his Aim fo well 
that he killed the foremoſt outright, ſhot the Run- 
away through the Body, and wounded the third.

Ground, they perceweam 
that they were got on-board their Canoes, and We 
gone out to Sea, too far tobe come at, which gave 
them new Matter for Fear and Apprehenſion, Tei 
they ſhould go Home directly, and inform their Bree 
thren of All that had happened, and incite them to 
come over with a greater Power, and deſtroy the 
whole Ifand.

To be ſhort, Sir, 
we are both in a remote Part of the World, and far 


removed from our native Country, and yet we are

Ship, you ſhall be the Captain and I the Merchant, 
and we will go upon a trading Voyage. - 
© ThisPropofal ſoon gained upon me, ſuiting exactly 
with my rambling Inclination ; but it required ſome 
Fime before we could get a Veſſel to our Mind, or 
Sailors fit to man her out. In a little Time we pro- 
- cured both, and ſo we ſailed away for China, and had 
a very ptofperous Voyage, having not only gained a 
large Sum of Money, but withal got a good Infight 
into the Traffic of thoſe Countries. 
Our next Voyage was to the Spice-Iſlands, which 
| proved likewiſe very ſueceſsful; and, not long after, 
the Merchant and I made-up our Accounts to our 


4 mutual Satisfaction. We found ourſelves very rich; 


and no our only Concern was how to diſpoſe of our 
Money. Whilſt we were confidering what was beſt 


to be done; it happened that a Pateb Ship of about

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200 Tons came into Port. The Men pretended they | 
were ſo ill, that there were not Hauds ſufficient to ma- 
nage the Veſſel, and the Captain being deſirous to 
go to Europe, public Notice was given that the Ship 
was to be ſold; which no ſooner came to our Ears, 
but we bought her and would have entertained ſome 
of her Men, but they were not to be found, for, as 
ſoon as they had received their Dividend, they all 
went privately to the Mogu/'s Country; as in Truth 
they had Reaſon enough; for this pretended Captain 
was only the Gunner, (the real Captain and three 
of his Men being killed by the Malagars,} who ran 
away with the Ship to the Bay of Bengal. leaving 
the Mate and five Men more on-ſhore, of which you 
will hear more in the Sequel of the Story. * 
After we had bought the Ship, and fitted her with 
all Neceſſaries for her Voyage, with ſome Difficulty 
and Expence we picked up ſome Sailors of different 
Countries, and manned her tolembly well, reſolving 
upon another Voyage to the Spice-Iſlands. In this 
Manner we traded backward and forward for five or 
ſix Years, with very good Succeſs, and were now in 
the ſeventh Year going to China; but in this Voyage 
we went with contrary Winds, which beat us up and 
down; and no ſooner wete we clear of theſe *': 
rugged Seas, but we found our Ship had ſprung as

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your own Life and the Lives of your Men, get out to 
Sea as ſaſt as you can. I am very well ſatisfied, ſaid? 
I, in your Sincerity and the Service you: have done: 
me, pray therefore tell me what-Recompence I ſhall 
make you? Only take me with you, ſaid he, and, if 
you find what I have told you to be true, I refer: 
myſelf for a Recompence to your Generoſi vp. 
So reaſonable did this appear iu every Particular 
that we went immediately on-board together, wheie 
we were no ſooner entered, but my Partner welcom- 
ed me with the joyful News, that they had ſtopped: 
the Leak. I am glad of. that, ſaid I; but come, let 
us make all the Haſte we can to weigh Anchor; but, 
whitft we were buſy in that, a Sailor called to the 
Captain, and told him, there were Sloops coming 
aſter us; upon which the Captain, taking his Proſpect- 
ive-Glaſs, and looking out, ſaw, five. Sloops, full of 
armed Men, in full Chace after us; upon which he 
immediately ſent one of the Sailors to give us Notice. 
Very well, ſaid I, I am fully convinced there is 
Something in it; and ſo I went upon the Deck, and 
told the Men, That we were in Danger of having 

the Ship ſeized, and being executed as Nana cl 
aſked them, if they would faithtully ſtand by us, and: 
by one another? To which, they uravimouſly re- 
plied, They would ſtand by us, and fight for us to 
the laſt Drop of their Blood. Then J aſked the 
Captain, which Way he chought was beſt to defend 
ourſelves; who replied, he believed it was the ſafeft-. 

to keep them off with our great Guns; and accord- 
ingly the Gunner was ordered to load the Guns with 
Small-ſhot, and to bring them ta bear before and. 
aft; and thus, the Deck being cleared, we were in 
all Points prepared for an Engagement. 
We ſtood out to Sea, but ſtil} the Boats followed 
us very cloſe. We could p:iceive the two forgingltiy”

aud that he ran away with the Ship; that the Cap- 
tain was treacherouſly murdered, and that he and 
four more were forced to the Woods for Safety; and 
that, at length, by Means of a Dutch Veſſc! in its 
{ Way to China, that came in accidentally to take in 
* freſh Water, they were preſerved, He farther told 
us, That they were informed that the Fellow ſold 
= the Ship at Bengal, and ſhe was turned Pirate and 
= had tzken ſeveral Prizes. | | 
= After mature Confideration, we concluded it beſt 
for us to return to Bengal, where, being known, we 
might beſt prove how we came by the Ship, and 
where we were ſure to meet with ſome Juſtice, and 


not be hanged firſt and judged afterwards : But, upon 
ſecond and more deliberate Thoughts, we all agreed

As we found our Ship was very foul and leaky 
ue thought to cleanſe her in this Place ;* but, while 
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zard, and therefore we determined to change our 
Courſe, and ſail towards the Coaſt of China, and 
there diſpoſe of the Ship, and then get another, and 
make the beſt of our Way to Europe. This being ge- 
nerally agreed to, we ſteered away V. N. E. but, meet- 
ing with contrary Winds, which blew hard againſt 
us, our Voyage grew very tioubleſome and tedious, 
and our Proviſions were almoſt exhauſted ; and, wha 
was ſtill worſe, we were apprehenſive, that the Ships, 
whoſe Boats we had handled ſo rudely, might be in 
the Road before us, which in Conſequence muſt be 
fatal to us. Upon theſe melancholy Conſiderations 
we again reſolved to change our Covrſe, and try if 
poſſibly we could not make ſome Harbour belonging 
to the Portugueſe, With this Retolution we ſet for- 
ward for the Bay of Tonguin, in Order to fail from 
thence to Macon, a Town once poſſeſſed by the Porta» 
gurſe, and where there are flill many European Families. 

We came in Sight of this Plate early next Morne 
ing; but, confidering our former Circumſtances, we 
put into a ſmall River, till we had enquired what 
Ships were in the Road, and bow Matters ſtood ; and 
indeed this prudent Step was the Occaſion of our 
happy Deliverance ; for next Morning there came in 
two Dutch Ships, and a third without any Colours;

The River where we lay was but ſmall, and the 
Country wild and barbarous, and the Inhabitants all 
Robbers, having no Correſpondence with any other 
Nation; and, among other barbaroug Cuſtoms, they 
have this particularly: When any Ship is driven on 
their Coaſt, they immediately ſeize her, and make 
All her Men Slaves; ſo that here we found, ourſelves 
ſurrounded with Enemies, both by Sea and Land, 
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never ſeen a Ship upon the Careen befo -e, and rot 
perceiving our Men, who were at Work, pre- 
ſently imagined that the Ship had been c:| away, 
and lay upon the Ground; and æccordingly they ſur- 
rounded us with five or fix large Boats full of armed 
Men, with a Reſolution to plyr,/er the Ship, and 
eartythe Men away Slaves to their King; but, when 


| Ship, they looked upon' us with the greateſt Confu- 

fon imaginable ; neither could we imagine what 
their Deiign was: However, to prevent the work, 
we handed down fome Arms, and indeed it was well 

ve did, for, in leſs than a Quarter of an Hour, they 
came'!conring upon us with all their Force.“ 
Indeed, we lay but in an ill Poſture to receive 


them; and; befo;e the Men could come on-board, 


W they bad ſeized one of the Sailors; but the Fellow 
won diſengaged bimſehf, and killed the Pagan that 
Hrſt laid hold on him; however, this was little to the 
W Purpoſe, conſidering their Numbers, and, I really be- 
lieve, if it had not been for a lucky Accident, we 


bpenter, who was ſtopping the Hole in the Ship, had 
two Kettles, the one full of boiling Pitch, and 
the other with Roſin and Tallow, &c. And, as two 
or three Infidels were entering the Boat, the Car-

North; and, if | might adviſe, I would have you ſell Bf 


the Ship at China: But, ſaid I, in doing that, I may 6 


betray innocent People. No, replied he, I know the 
Dutch Commanders, and will take Care they ſhall be 
rightly informed of the whole Matter. Whilſt theſe 
Thiays were under Debate, we failed directly far 
Nanguin, and, in about 13 Days Time, we came to 
an Anchor in the Entrance into the Gulph, where we 
were informed that two large Datch Ships were gone 
berore us, and that we ſhould certæinly fall into theig;.

What to do we could not tell; but the old Map

proved, and thither, by the honeſt Pilot's Direction, 
| we arrived in Safety, after fve Days ſailing ; we went 
directly into the Port, and landed to our unſpeakable 
Joy and Satisfaction. 
f - Beicg new ſafe on-ſhore, our Pilot ſoon got us a 
| Lodging and a Warehouſe for our Goods, and then 
| brought us acquainted with three Miſſionary-Prieſts, 
that were there converting the People to Chriſtianity, 
= After we had ſettled a Sort of a Correſpondence with 
W them, our naxt Concern was to diſpoſe of our Goods, 
which we did ſome Time after, to our full Satis faction, 
to an eminent Merchant of Japan. We were 1000 
= Leagues farther from Home than we were at Ben- 
W 24, and, having diſpoſed of our Ship, all the Hopes 
= we had, were, that, at the next Fair, we might per- 
baps perchaſe another Veſſel that would carry us and 
dor Goods where we pleaſed. Upon theſe Hopes 
= we reſolved to cog'inve hers; and, to divert our- 
| ſelves, we tock ſeveral little Journeys into the Cout- 
try, and ſpent ten D-ys to ſee the City of Nanguin, 
which was regularly built, and tolerably well forti- 
| fied: At our Return, we found one of the Prieſts go- 
ing to Peguin, who ſolicited vs with great Earneſtneſs 
= to bear him Company thither, which we both agreed 
= todo. We were 25 Days in our Journey through that 
miſerable Country, and had an Opportunity in our 
| Paſiage to ſee two or thiee of the Chineſe Eſquires,

indeed, Wit is as conſiſtent with Religion as Religion is with 
E Good-Manners'; nor is there any Thing in the Limitation of Vir-

_ contrary, increaſe it. 


But, on the other Hand, many Men, by their own Vices and 


' Intemperance, diſqualify themſelves for Converſation, being of 
* cynical, moroſe, ſurly, and rude, Tempers, though they boaſt 


themſelves otherwiſe. For ſome, abounding too much in Pride, 
think they are above Others, and, in this Caſe, Self-conceit is 
the Bane of human Society: For how ſhall any Man receive any 
Advantage from the Converfation of Others, who believes himſelf 
qualified not to Jearn any Thing from them ? This confirms a Man 


to be a Fool, for it is impoſſible he ſhould be ſo, if he were but 
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once convinced of his Folly, 


If Fools could their own Ignorance diſcern, 
They'd be no longer Fools, becauſe they'd learn. 
Satyr has a great Deal to remark on the Converſation of ſuch ; 
as their vain Repetitions, Catch-words, Laughings, and Geſ- 


' tures; particularly of the French, Spaniſh, and Scotch, Fools, 
Converſation is immoral where the Diſcourſe is indecent, immo=- - 
deft, ſcandalous, ſlanderous, and abufive: And this is too much 


practiſed by Beaus, Fops, Atheiſts, and conceited Perſons, who,

-  Hateft Breath ? Or, rather, how great is their Folly, and how 
much is it expoſed, by affronting their beſt Friend, even God him- 
elf, before Men, whoſe Notions. are uncertaip, and yet whe 
Lace found trembling when the Fear conteth ? —

As to reforming theſe Errors, we know how much the Laws 
have proviced agaipſt them ; but let me for onee prevail with a 
Man to examine his Vice, diſſect its Parts, and view its Anato- 
my, how diſagreeable- muſt it be-to him as a Man, a Gentleman, 
and a Chriſtian; how deſpicable in its higheſt Fruition; how de- 
ſtructive to his Senſes, Eſtate, and Reputation; aad. how beaſtly 4 
in its public Appearance; ſuch a Man would certainly be out of 
Love with Vice, and the Reformation would be Half brought to 
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Now, as to atheiſtical Diſcourſe, how empty, and yet how pre- 
vailing, is ſuch miſerable Sophiſtry upon weak. Jodgements ! and } 
this is evident in the following Lines upon the Syſtem of Prome-

But, let them ſxy what they will of the divine Power, it is 
certain their ſecret Thoughts reflect upon them in the very Ack, 
and give the Lie to their Arguments, as in the following Lines,

The great Scandal ſuch Diſcourſe gives to Virtue, ought, me- 
thinks, to be puniſhed by the Judges : Make a Man once ceaſe to 
believe in God, and he has Nothing left to limit his Soul but 
mere Philoſophy. And how incongruous is this to Government, 
that a Man ſhoald be puniſhed for Drunkenneſi or Swearing, and 
Jet have the Liberty to affront, and ever to deny, the Majeſty of % 
Heaven! If a Man gives the Lie to a Gentleman in Company, 
or perhaps ſpeaks a Word without any offenfive Meaning, be flies 
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terwards proſecutes him at Law with the utmoſt Violence and Op- 
preſſion: But, ſurely, it is a very vulgar Error, in our Behaviour, 
not to ſhew our Reſentment when we hear the Honour and Eſ- 
ſence of God lighted and denied, his Majeſty abuſed, and Reli- 
gion bantered and ridiculed in common Diſcourſe, Beſides, it is 
an Affront upon ourſelves ; for, either the Perſon thinks we are 
| Atheiſts, like himſclf, or ventures to impoſe us, accounting us 
either as Fools, that know not when we are put upon, or Cow- 
ards, that dare not reſent it; and therefore ſuch Diſcourſe ought, 
For Good-Manners Sake, to be avoided, which carries in it ſo ma- 
ny deſtructive Conſequences both to our Souls and Bodies. 
Ihe next Thing to be refrained from is obſcene Diſcourſe, which 
is the Language only of Proficients in Debauchery, who never 
repent but in a Jail or an Hoſpital, and whoſe Carcaſes Rink 
as bad as their Diſcourſe ; until the Body becomes. too raſty for 
the Soul to Nay any longer in it. For, if Cuſtom has made theſe 
Things uncommon, or has concealed, or at leaft baniſhed, them 
ſrom the Voice of Converſation, it is certzinly a Sin againſt Cuſ- 
tom to expoſe them again. No Man can juſtify. bis lewd Diſ- 
courſe, but he, at the ſame Time, throws away his Cloth ; for, 
to cover himlelf' with bis Hands, and uncover himſelf with his 
Tongue, are Centradictions in their own Nature, and one con- 
ddemns the other. And why is not the Ear as liable to be offend- 
if - ed as the Eye, fince both are but the common Organs of the Un- 
| derſtanding ? f 3 25 
Nor is Falſe-Talking leſs to be avoided: For Lying is the 
Sheep's Cloathing hung upon the Wolf's Back; it is the Pha- 
riſce's Prayer, the Whore's Bluſh, the Hypocrite*s Paint, the 
 Murderer's Smile, the Thief's Cloak; it is Joab's Embraces 
and Judas's Kiſs: In a Word, it is Mankind's Darling, and 
the Devil's diſtinguiſhing Character. Some ado Lies to Lies, till 
they not not on'y become improbable but even impoſſible too. 
Others lie for Gain, to deceive, delude, and betray; and a 
third Sort lie for Sport, or Fun, as the Boys call it, which be- 
trays ſuch an Emptineſs in it, as not only to merit the Contempt 
of all Perlions, but alſo to make that Perſon be diſbelieved even 
when he ſpeaks the Truth. And then, indeed, they can lie no 
longer; for he, that Nobody believes, can never lie any more, 
becauſe Nobody can be ceceived by him. There are other Liars, 
who are perſonal and malicious, who foment Differences, and 
corry Tales from one Houſe to another, in Order to gratify their 
own envious Tempers, without any Regard or Reverence for 
Truth, (a Thing of no Value or Eſteem to them in their Dis- 
zcourſe,) till, at laſt, they are like the Jack-Pudding or the

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Stage · player, who, to make Others Sport at the Hazard of their 
immortal Souls, come at laſt penitently to own that they have 
played the Fool, | | 
IV. Rer1Gton, I doubt, indeed, that there is much more 
Devotion than Religion in the World, more Adoration than Sup- 
lication, and more Hypocriſy than Sincerity: And it is very 
melancholy to conſider, what Numbers of People there are fur- 
niſhed with the Power of Reaſon and Gifts of Nature, who are 
nevertheleſs abandoned to the grofſet Ignorance and Depravity ! 
But it would be uncharitable for us to imagine that they will cer- 
tainly be in a State of Damnation after this Life; for how can 
we think it confiſtent with the Goodnefs of an infinite Being to 
damn thoſe Creatures, when he has not furniſhed them with the 
Light of his Goſpel ?© Or how can ſuch proud, conceited, and 
crue!, Perſons preſcribe Rules to the Juſtice and Mercy of God 
The Moors of Barbaty are Mahometans, whoſe Religion is 
confined to the Biram and Ramazan, the Feaſt and Faſt, the 
Moſque and the Bath; reading the Alcoran, on one Hand, and 
performing the Waſhing and Purification, on the other, make up 
their religious Exerciſe. Among theſe appear no generous Tem- 
per, no Compaſſion, to be found, {On ” 
When I was among the Natives of Africa, I perceived many 
of them without the leaſt Notion of a Deity, At the Brafils, the 
Natives had Abundance of Religion, but were bloody and cruel ; 
being guilty of Murder, human Sacrifices, Witchcrafts, and con- 
juring. The Eaft-Indians are generally Pagans or Mahometane, 
having ſuch a Compound of ſavage Cuſtoms with them as render 
them notorious for Fraud and Theft; and, though the Sub- 
jects of the Great- Mogul and the Inhabitants of Ceylon live un- 
der ſevere Diſcipline, yet it is a very hard Thing to find them 
honeſt, As to the Chineſe Religion, it is a Foundation, or what 
we may call an Element, of light Morality and Superſtition, 
huddled together in a Rhapſody of Words without Conſiſtency; 
and, indeed, with very little Resſoning in it: Their Idols are 
made according to their Prieſts Inventions. The Perſians worſhip 
the Sun ; the Tartarians form themſelves Idols of Beafts ; the 
former I think, of the two, is the beſt; becauſe it affects all

We aretold by ſome People, that the great Image, which King 
Nebuchadnezzar ſet up to be adoted by his People, held the Re- 
reſentation of the Sun in the Right-hand, as the principal Ob- 
Jef of Adoration. , But, to wave this Diſcourſe of Heathens, 
bow many ſelf-contraditing Principles are there held among 
Chriſtians ? And bow do we frequently doom one another to the 
Devil, while all profeſs to worſhip the ſame Deity, and to expect 
the ſame Salvation 3 | . 
When I was at Portugal, there was held at that Time the 
Court of Juſtice of the Inquiſition. All the Criminals were 
carried in Proceſſion to the great Church, where eight of them 
were habited in Gowns and Caps of Canvas, whereon the Tor- 
thents of Hel were diſplayed, and they were condemned and burnt 
For imputed Crimes againft the catholic Faith and bleſſed Virgin, 
I m ſoiry to make any Reflections upon Chriſtians ; but, in- 
deed, in Italy the Roman Religion ſeems more crue] and merce- 
nary thin in any race apon £artn 3 and a very judieious Perun, 
ho travelled thence to Turkey, tells us, That there is only the 
ace, the outward Pomp, of Religion there ; that the Church prote&s 
Murderers and Aſſaſſins, and then delivers the civil Magiſtr ates over 
to Satan for doing. Fuftice ; interdits whole Kingdoms, and ſhuts up 
the Church, for Want of being paid a few eccleſiaſtical. Dues, and 
fot puts a Stop ta Religion for Want of their Maney: That toe Court 
of Inquiſition burnt two Men for ſpeaking diſhonourably of the bleſed 
Virgin; and the Miſficnaries in China tolerated. the worſhipping the 
D. vil by their new Convert: That Italy was the Theatre, nobere 
Religion wwas the grand Opera, and that the Popriſh Clergy were 1 
ether than the Stage- Players. | 
Being once in # City in Flanders, I perceived a great Com- 
motion of People there, who were ſearching for a certain Sce}-- 
rate, or wicked Man, who had broken irto a Chapel in the City, 
and ſtolen the Pix, or Caſket, where the ſ-cred Hoi! was depoli- 
ted, that is, what they believe to be the real Body of our bleſſed 
Saviour, being tranſubſtanti>ted, as they call it, from the Sub- 


{ Rance of Bread. It was not long betore he was found; nor his 


Execution much longer deferred. Before his Death he confeſſed 
he had thrown it into a Houſe of Office; which being ſearched, 


ad the Wefer not found, immediately the Place was judged 2 
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devout People flocked to it to expiate, by their Prayers, the Diſ- 
honour done to che Lord God, by throwing his precious Body ins- 
ſo vile a Place, : 

As to the Religion, in Paland, they deny Chriſt to be the, 
Mefliab, or that the Meſſiah was come in the Fleſh ; and, as te 
their Proteſtants, they are the Followers of Zelius Socinus, who, 
denied our Saviour's Divinity, and have no Concern about the di- 
vine Inſpiration of the Holy-Ghoſt. 

In Muſcovy their Churches are built of Wood, and indeed they 
have wooden Prieſts, though. of the Greek Church. They pray 
as much to St. Nicholas, as the Papiſts do to the Virgin Mary, | 
for Protection in all their Afflictions. 

As to the Lutherans, they only differ from the Romans in be- 
lieving Conſubſtantiation inſtead of Tranſubſtantiation; but, like 
them, they are much more pleaſed with the exteraal Gallantry 
and Pomp of Religion than with the real and true Practice of it, 
None · can be more jealous of their Hierarchy thaa the Ecclefiaſtics 


of this Church, who are afraid to reform ' farther, leſt, as they 


give a Stab to the Perquiſites and Vails of God Almighty's Ser- 
vice in the Roman Church, modern Reformation might give the 
like to them; and therefore they ſet a Pale about the Church, 
perſecuting and invading like the Reſt. But what Charity can 


there be where there is no Peace? And what is Religion when, 


there is no Charity ? 
In France I found a World of Prieſts ; the Streets were every 


where crouded with them, and the Churches were full of Women; | 


but certainly never was Nation fo full of blind Guides, ſo ignorgat 
of Religion and ſo void of Mcrals were thoſe to whom they con- 


feſs their Sins, And as for the Huguenots, ſome ran away for 
their Religion, and yet left it behind them; while thoſe behind 
are mere Hypocrites, neither Papiſts nor Huguenots, for they go 
to Maſs with Papiſts there; and, while they call themſelves Pro- 


teſtants, bow down to the Houſe of Rimmon. 


Now it ſeerns ſtrange, that, while all Men own the divine Be- 


ing, there ſhould be ſo many different Sentiments of paying him 


Obedience in the Chriſtian Church; I know not what Reaſon to 


aſſign for this, except it be in their different Capacities and Fa- 


culties : Let three Men read the ſame doctrinal Article; ſuppoſe 


it to be of the Trinity, or any other; why, ene thinks certain- 
ly he has found out the Myſtery, goes on with his Enquiries, and 
brings every Scripture and Paſſage that he thinks correſpond with 
his firſt Notion : Another comes to the ſame Scripture, and im 
Search after the ate Delia, and yet receives other Notions, 
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uite different from the former, or at leaſt very remote from them: 
The third Man reads over the ſame Text, perhaps with Indiffe. 
rence to the Subſtance, and, whether he attains to a right or 
wrong Information, he comes away with as much Uncertainty 
as he went, Now theſe three Perſons are enough to fill the World 


with Diſputes about Religion. The firſt two, equally poſitive in 


their different Opinions, fall out and part; condemn, cenſure, re- 


vile, and (if they have an Oppor unity) perſecute, one another | 


with their Adherents; while the third Man laughs zt them all 
for being a Parcel of Fools, in falling out about ſuch Things as 
neither of them can be certain of. 

And, indeed, on this Account, we have perceived, in all Chtiſ- 
tian Countries, what mortal Feuds have been about Religion, 
what Wars and Bloodſhed have moleſted Europe, till the general 
Oeſſation of the German Troubles at the Treaty of Weſipbalia ; 
Ana, fince thoſe Times, what Perſecution, in the ſame Coun- 
try, between the SeCts of. Lutherans and Calviniſts! And, ſhould 
I-take a Proſpect of Home, what unhappy Diviſions are there 
between Chriſtians, in this Kingdom, about Epiſcopacy and Preſ- 


| bytery, the Church-of-England Men and the Diffenters; and 


| where they withſtand one another, like St, Paul and St. Peter, 
even to the Face; which is 48 much as to ſay, they carry on the 


Diſoute to the vtmoſt Extremity. 


11 might be a Queſtion, why there are ſuch Differences in reli- | 


ligious Points, and why theſe Breaches are ſo hot and irreconcile- 
able! All the Anſwer I can give to this is, that we enquire more 
concerning the Truth, of Religion than any other Nation in the 
World, and the anxious Concera we have about it makes us more 
jealous of every other Opinion and tenacious of our own: And 


this is not becauſe we art more furious, cenſorious, and raſh, 


than other People; but the Truth is, we are more concerned 
about them; and, ſenſible that the Scripture is the great Rule of 


Faith, the Standard of Life and Doctrine, we have Recourſe to 
ourſelves, without ſubmitting to any pretended infallible Judge 


upon Earth, _ 
There is another Queſtion pertinent to the former: What Re- 


medy can we apply to this Malady ? And to this I muſt negatively | 


anſwer, Not to have us be leſs religious, that we might differ leis 
about it, but to be more humble and 'more charitable; and this is 


Ktiking to the very Root of all religious Differences; for, cer- 
tainly, wefe they to be carried on with a peaceable Spirit, will- 
ing to be intormed, our Variety of Opinions would not have the 
Name of Difference, nor ſhould we ſeparate a Communion and 
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Nor is this a leſs uſeful Queſtion to ſtate; namely, Where will 
our unhappy religious Differences end? To which, I hope, I may 
anſwer, in Heaven: Thete all un-chriſtian and un- brotherly 
Differences will find a Period: There we ſhall embrace many a 
Sinner, that here we think it a Diſhonourto converſe with; and 


perceive many a Heart, we have broken here with Cenſures, Re- 
. proaches, 


and' Revilings, made whole again by the Balm of the 
fame Redeemer's Blood, Here we ſhall perceive there have been 


other Flocks than thoſe of our Fold; and that thoſe, we have ex- 
communicated, have been taken into that ſuperior Communion ; 


and, in a Word, that thoſe contradicting Notions and Principles, 


which we thought inconſiſtent with true Religion, we ſhall chen 


find reconcileable in themſelves to one another and to the Eoun- 


tain of Truth, If any Man aſk me, Why our-Differences can- 


not be ended on Earth? I anſwer, Were we all thoroughly con- 


vinced that in Heaven they would be reconciled, we ſhould put an 


End to them before; but this is impoſſible to be done; for, as 


Man's certain Convictions of Truth are not equal to one another, 
or to the Weight or Signification of ſuch, Veracity, ſo neither can

Maſk. to Jerrire Others, or a Miſt to deceive ourſelves, 
that is cloathed with Negatives, thus argues: I am not ſuch a 
Drunkard as my Landlord, ſuch a Thief as my Tenant, ſuch a 
Swearer as my Neighbour; neither am Ja Cheat, an Atheiſt, a 
rakiſh Fellow, or a. Highwayman : No; I live a ſober, regular, 
retired, Life; I amya good Man, I go tv Church; Gd, I ibank 
thee ! 
tion to tha Vice menti, ned, yet no one can 
rous State than this Man; for he is ſo full of himſelf, ſo per- 
ſuaded that he is good and religious enough already, that be has 
no Thoughts of any Thing, except it be to pull off his Het now 
and then to God Almighty, and thank him that he has no Occa- 
fon for him; and he has the Vanity to think that his Neighbours 
muſt imagine well of him too. 


For my Part, I think that the general Slander of a prejudiced - 


Age and a Stace of univerſal} Calumny is to be preferred, where 
the Mind is free from the Guilt that any villainouſly charge ; for- 
ſuch a Man, though the World ſpits upon and contemns him and 
threatens his Deſtruction, looks forward with Comfort.

Now, though a Man boaſts of his Virtue in Contradic- | 
in a more dange- . 
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I know, at the great and laſt Day, when the Secrets of all 
Hearcs ſhall be diſcloſed, that we ſhall then be thoroughly en- 
lightened, and plainly ſee how mrch we have been deceived in 
the Notions of Virtue and Vice, Religion and Irreligien, in the 
F Characters of our Neighbours. And I really believe that we ſhall 
It ſee many of our Neighbours, placed at the Right-hand of a right- 
eous judge, whom we have baſely oppreſſed with Slanders, and 
whom, in this Life, we have cenſoriouſly placed at our Left-hand, 
And this ought to be the Support of a good Man, as the royal 
Pſalmiſt ſays, when his Enemies have him in Deriſion. Scandal 
indeed is much worſe than Slander ; for the firſt is founded upon 
real Guilt, the other attacks Innocence, Nothing is a Scandal 
but what is true, and Nothing a Slander but what is falſe ; and 
therefore he, thatefortifies himſelf againſt Reproach, muſt do it 
& with a certain Reſerve of real and ſolid Virtue. 

We live in a State of univerſal Calumny, and how is it poflible 
that we ſhould have any Proſpect of the angelic World, while we 
harbour ſuch a curſed Gueſt among us? He, that will therefore 
. qualify himſelf to take a View of Eternity, muſt firſt fortify him- 
elf againſt all the little Attacks of Scandal and Reproach, which 
cean de no other Way effected than by the Rules of ſolid Virtue, 
It would take too long Time to inform the Reader how theſe 
_- Notions of the angelic World came into my Head, When I came 
to put theſe Things together, I muſt own I was filled with a juſt 
Contempt of the World, and began to think that there was ne 
real Proſpect of Happineſs on this Side of the angelic World! 
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
